SUGAR’S DEBT TO THE 
CHEMIST. 


Is Cane Growing Suited 
‘to Malaya 7: 


JAVA'S YIELDS. ° 


Kuala Lumpur, June 27, 

From what he had seen of sugar 
cane in this country and in certain 
parts of Africa, there was probably 
no reason why it. could not be 
frown in Malaya with success, de- 
elared Dr, H. A. Témpany, F.LC., 
in the discussion which followed 
his lecture on “Chemistry and the 
Cane Sugar Industry’ at the Insti- 
tute for Medical Research on Sun- 
day. The only trouble which 
might arise, he added, waa the 
dificulty of ripening the cane 
vompletely, 

Tracing the growth of the Indus- 
try from the earliest times, Dr. 
Tempany said the Sugar cane 
probably had its origin in Eastern 
Asia where it had been grown al- 
most from time immemorial. Deal- 
ing with ‘its botanical nature he 
explained that it had ‘the property 
of storing in its stem a concentrat- 
ed solution of sucrose in, liquid 
form which acted as 4 form of 
food reserve to ensure growth 
when the eyes begin to.sprout and 
to form new plants. . : 

Planting Methods. 

The various planting methods 
adopted in differant countries to 
snit local conditions showed that 
the agriculture of the cane had 
been .worked out very thoroughly, 
In fact, for no other tropical crop 
had the manurial ‘requirements 
been so definitely ascertained. As 
the result of extensive work on ‘the 


| breeding and selection’ of new 


varieties the yield of cane had 
been steadily increased, in Java to: 
the extent of 25 per cent. over the 
whole area nid down in sugar 
cultivation. wt 

An average yield of six tons of 
sugar is now ‘being obtained’ in 
Java, while yields of nine tons had 
been obtained from selected 
estates in Hawali, For sugar beet 
the yield was only two.tona of 
sugary per acre, : 1 

In the development of the sugar 
refining the chemist had played.a 
most important part and without 


‘| his collaboration at all stages the 


modern sugar factory would have 
been impossible. The processes in- 
volved in the manufacture of sugar 
and the various types of machinery 
used were then described by the 
lecturer who emphasised that care- 


ful chemical control was exercised, 


at all stages. : 

The average turnout of a modern 
lefinery in a season of 100 days was 
about 15,000 tons, but Porto Rico. 
possessed the largest in the. world, 
capable of turning out 100,000 tons 
in the same period. A sugar fac: 
tory is in the happy ‘condition of 


being almost independent of out- 
side sources of fuel since the re- 
sidues ‘of the cane are used for 
this purpose. 
covery of sugar from the..cane is 
as. high as 90 per cent., while cer-’ 
tain modern mills in Hawaii ac- 
tually, recovered ‘as much as 98 per 
cent. 

In conclusion Dr. Tempany atats 
ed that the industry owed its pre- 
sent state of efficiency to the 
chemist, aided by generous ,finan- 
celal’ grants and the formation of 


Lresearch associations, though, In

CHINESE PILOTS AND 


_ FOREIGNERS. 


A DEMAND REJECTED. 


Shanghai, June 10. 

The endeavours of the Shang- 
hai Chinese Pilots’ Association to 
persuade the National Govern- 
ment not to issue certificates to 
foreign mercantile marine officers 
have failed, according to a‘report 
appearing.in the Chinese Press 
yesterday. It may be recalled 
that the Pilots’ Association asked 
the Chinotungpu not to issue cer- 
tificates to foreigners in order to 
prevent the latter from encroach- 
ing on China’s sovereignty and to 
prevent Chinese mercantile 
marine officers from being affect- 
ed. 

In its reply, the Chiaotungpu 
says that it is well known that the 
number of qualified Chinese mer- 
cantile marine officers is insuffi- 
cient to meet requirements. The 
Government has no desire to in- 
terfere with the employment of 
foreign officers by various native 


{shipping companies and, since ex- 


perienced mercantile marine offi- 
cers are necessary for the safety 
of steamship passengers and their 
property, it is not advisable to 
make any change at the present 
time.

The Vicar of Tilbury Docks, the 
Rev. William Charles Bown, who is 
spiritual pilot to thousands of sea- 
men all over the world, is also skip- 
per of.the motor launch Sir Edward 
E. Cooper, in which. he visits ships 
in the Thames, from the Mouse 
Lightship to the training ship Wor- 
cester.

"GENERAL PRINCIPLES. 


The report of the Committee ap- 
pointed by Mr. Amery in 1929 to 
‘consider the ‘system of appoint- 
ments in the Colonial Service and 
the Colonin} Office continues: The 
Conference appointed a sub-com- 
mittee to frame a. scheme for the 
creation of a Colonial Scientific 
and Research Service, available 
for the requirements of the’ whole 
Colonial Empire." In their Report 
to the Conference (which fs an 
enlightening document on the 
whole organisation of the scienti-: 
fic: branches of the Colenial Ser- 
vices), the sub-committee eupport- 
.ed the principle of tne ultimate 
creation of a unified Colonial Re- 
search Service, through the deve: 
lopment of separate unified Re- 
rearch Services in the different 
tranches’ of — sclence—medical, 
ugricultural, forestry, and pos- 

sibly veterinary. ‘Ss 
The sub-committes: 1ecommend 
ed that ‘the time had'come forethe 
organisation of «a Colonial Agri- 
cultural Research Service, anc) 
the Conference approved the gen- 
eral principles and objects yp’ 
such an organisation, ana res 
quested the Colontal Office to ap-- 
point ‘a committee to werk out 
_ Catails, The Conference also 
nereed that the question of wider 
grouping of services:- should be 
explored, service by service, in 
order to, ascertain what might be 


suitable ‘areas for its. application. |, 


In 1928, the Colonial Agricul-, 
tural’ Service Committee, appoint- 
ed by the Secretary of State in 
pursuance of the recommendation 
of the Conference, made its Re- 

* port In which was fecommended 
the creation of a unified Colonial 
Agricultural Service, to include 
rot only Research: staff, but all 
qualifled officers who might be 
selected out of the Agricultural 
Départments of the Colonial Gov- 
ernments. The Ccmmittee pro-, 
posed a definite scheme of salaries 
for this unified Service, and We 
draw attention expecially te their 
view that the creation of the Ser- 
vice, with its prospect: of a wide 
and varied career, would In ft- 
self put, recruiting on an entire- 
ly new basis. 

In 1929, there’ appeared fhe Re- 
yort of the Colonial Veterinary 
Service Committee | which recom. 
mended the creation of a unified 
Service. graded by ‘classes, witha 
Proposed scheme of salariez. 

Value of Unification. 

We have referred to this series 
of reports in order to show that 
expert oninion ia evidently mov- 
ing towards’ the view -that ‘he 

‘ present system af individual self- 
contained Services jn each Colony 
has had its day. The increased 
specialisation of staff and the 
reed'-for ‘specialist advice is res- 
ponalble for a growing recogni- 
tion’ of the limitations imposed by 
the: maintenance of - ‘a’ ‘system 
which had Its ‘value under other 
conditions, 

We desire to state unreserved- 

‘ly that there Is a value in a mere- 
ly nominal unification of Colonial 
Services, corisidering ‘the ‘author-

sions, Some of the ‘practicable 
difficulties which years ago loom- 
ed so large do not.now appear.so 
formidable, while fresh obstacles 
which now obstruct the road 
might then have been brushed 
agide 

But the need of efficient service, 
the penalties of failure, the ¢om- 
plexity of ‘the +» Government 
machine, the opportunity of re- 
sults of first-rate importance, all 
these are greater now. i more 
effective organisation is to. be 
achieved, the present is now the 
time for it, for, ff we delay, it 
miny become for ever impractic- 
able, 

Some of the Difficulties. ° 
. The report algo discusses the 
gificulties which have * been 
hitherto ‘regarded as forbidding 
gnification namely i— 

(1) The = difference in the 
climatic and other conditions of, 
Ife in the’ several Dependencies; ’ 

(2) The differences ‘in the 
scale of salaries and other terms 
of service of officers «serving in 
Similar branches of the several 
Colonial Administrations; 

(3) The personal inclinations 
of.many ‘officers for service in 
particular territories; 

(4) The consideration’ that, in 
the case of many branches of the 
Colonial Services, and particular. 
ly the administrative branch, .the 
efficiency of- officers requires them 
to be conversant with the langu- 
age, customs, etc. of the local 
peoples; . ) 

(5) The reluctance of many 
cf the Colonial Governments to 
support any appreciab!e modifica- 
tlon of the existing system of aelf- 
contained services for.’ each 
Colony and their power, . in‘ cer- 
tain cases, to reject financial or 
cther proposals which ‘have been 
hitherto regarded as necessary 
steps towards any unification.

below the market rate, or the quall- 
ficationa stipulated are too exacting | - 
in view of the material available,

We Go not recommend any altera- 
tion in the ‘system under which 
such appointments to . the Colontal 
Services are made, but ve think it 
right to take this opportunity. to 
offer certain observations. 

The recruitment of qualified 
technical officers is peculiarly open 
to competition from private em- 
ployment, “and this has been 
especially in evidence recently with 
regard to electrical enginecrs. . .

We have the further observation 
to offer that ‘recruitment by 
Colonial: Governments in all of the 
branches of the Services with which 
the Crown Agents , are concerned 
seems to be of a ‘spasmodic and 
irregular character, though its total 
annual volume is considerable. Tt 
is beyond doubt that the field ‘of 
candidates might be improved and 
enlarged if it were possible for the 
Colonies to indicate , their require- 
ments, even if: only their minimum 
requirements, in a bulk requisition, 
Presented. some months before the 
actual selection of candidates was 
imperative. 

‘Apart, however, from  theac 
spezial observations, we do not 
hesitate to’ give it as our opinion 
that any real improvement in. the 
quantity and quality of -the fully- 
trained engineering. personnel ‘re- 
quired for the Colonial Services 
must depend on an {mprovement in 
the general rate. of emoluments 
offered, 

Our evidence shows clearly: that 
in view of the cost andiduration of 
un engineer's training the -finaneial

“A System: of Patronage.” 

The report reviews the methods 
of selection employed by” the 
Secretary of Statée’for’the Colonies 
on the recommendation of his 
Private Secretary ; Sppointnents)

The present system is open to 
eriticlam, first and foremost, as 
being, at any rate’in theory, a Bys- 
tem of patronage.

To thess beginners who aspire ‘to 
become the leading players in their 
town or county, I advise* them to 
go to a professional coach, who 
usually. has o discerning eye and 
will soon ‘sec whether they have 
any possibilities of becoming 
champions. ; : 

If you cannot get coaching, but 
you are a member of a club, or 
play on public courts, ‘always try 
to play someone better than: your. 
self. I know that sounds gelfigh, 
but when, you have become expert 
you can in turn help other young- 
sters to improve. 

If possible find aewall either at 
home or school—mind the windows 
—and draw ao line on the wall.to 
represent the net. If you have a 
court of your own, a wall at one 
end ia the best. Against thia wall 
you ean practise ‘almost any shots. 
Try to keep the ball just above the 
height of the net. 

Lacoste has a concrete wall, and 
he, used to practise against, it 80 
much that it had to be resurfaced 
every year, 

If you know anyone who will 
knock balls to you across the net 
1 would suggest that you practise 
for about 10 minutes trying to: get] 
the ball back to the same spot, for 
this will help you to gain control 
of the ball.

The recent French law which 
allowed the religious orders to re- 
turn, permitted the Benedictines 
to come back to the ruins of Saint 
Wandrille: in the Seine valley. 
There they will attempt to find 
ving space amid the walls of the 
14th century cloister, over which 
ivy has grown in profusion. 

Sixty monks have come home 
since eurly May, and their Gre- 
gorian. chant’ sounds from the 
cloister, while each evening the 
old chimes toll out the Angelus, . 

The monks will not ‘be able to 
return to their liqueur making, 
however, for the stock company 
brought from the state the ex- 
elusive manufacturing rights.

MURDER OF ‘A | 
MONGOL. DEALER. 


Five Men Bi Break Into 
House. | 


TRAGEDY AT TIENTSIN. 


Tientsin, June 16, 
A well-known local pony-dealer, 
‘a Mongolian named Socart Daheeff 
(Sa-Keh-La-Ta in’ Chinese), was 


murdered on Saturday night by a 
band of men whose. object is not 
yet clear but who, it has been aug- 
gested, may have been prompted 
by a feud among local pony- 
dealers, 

It fs understood that Daheeff 
liad sold’ his stock of ponies and 
was about to make another journey 
to Mongolia in order to-get a fresh 
supply of animals. Other dealers 
are stated not to have been so suc- 
cessful in disposing of their ponies 
and some ill-feeling had sprung up 
and it is thought that this, may 
have had something to do with the 
tragic affair on Saturday night. 

Shot Through The Heart. 
The deceased man lived in 


House No. 2, San Ho Li, Tung Lo, 
Race Course Road,, not far trom 
Dr. R. J. Hoch’s Veterinary Hos- 
pital, where he had a dairy, and 
it appears. that about 10.80 p.m, a 


party of fie men got over the low]. 


wall into the yard. Threé remain- 
ed there:ivhile the other two en- 
tered the’ house.. The shorter of 
these two'had his face palnted 
black and‘carried a revolver. . 
. A Russian ‘woman employed by 
Daheeff came to’ the entrance and 
the shorter man atrack her in the 
face and she fel! down. Daheeff 
then came out of an inner room 
and the shorter man fired one shot 
at him with his revolver. Daheef 
fell dead, the bullet passing 
through his heart. As the 
intruders had entered the. com- 
pound the dogs kept on the pre- 
miseg barked loudly and the alarm 
had’ alrendy been given. . 

Several policeman from No. 6& 
Suburban Police Station near-by 
rushed to the house but the.whole 
band of miscreants escaped over 
the wall firing on the police as they 
sped away. * The police returned 
the fire but no one was hit and no 
arrests were made. 

It is stated that there were two 
Russian women, two Russian men, 
and several Chinese in the house 
at the time of the affair, Nothing 
was stolen, ; 

The deceased, who. was 39 years 
of age, leaves a widow and three 
children. An inquest will be held 
by the Chinese .authorities this 
(Monday) + morning—P. &, T.

.Sikh Attacked While 
Asleep. 


There was an unusually large 
atfendance of members ‘of the local 
Sfkh Community at the Perak 
Assizes at Ipoh, when Nassa Singh, 
a priest attached to the Gurduwara.f- 
Chenderiang, was brought up for 
trial on a-charge of voluntarily 
causing hurt to one Inder Singh. 

His crime was alleged» to be a 
particularly brutal one and was 
committed when his victim was 
asleep. tt 

Inder Singh, ‘the complainant, 
who had lost his leg as the result 
of the attack told: the Court that he 
was lying asleep on a charpoy.in a 
friend’a house. He, had no work at 
the time and wag lodging there. He 
was awakened from his sleep by o 
sharp pain in his leg. 7
